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Crane introduces welfare reform bill

U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-I2th, with 


the support of 57 other congressmen, 
Tuesday introduced federal legislation 
for welfare based on the formula of for- 
mer California Gov. Ronald Reagan. 


Crane declared that his program could 


save taxpayers in excess of $1.5 billion a 
year, while reducing misdirected welfare 
payments, providing new incentives for 
job-socking by welfare recipients and in- 
creasing benefits for "the truly needy." 


According to Crane, the National Wel- 


fare Reform Act would: 


• Eliminate from welfare roles those 


earning .substantial incomes but stilt col- 
lecting aid — legally — through loopholes 
in the present system. 


• Reduce fraud by requiring cross- 


checks between state and federal income 
tax returns to determine whether welfare 
recipients arc concealing other income. 


• Encourage recipients to leave the 


welfare rolls by requiring public service 
from them at the minimum wage. 


CRANE DECLARED the welfare-re- 


form issue to be one free of partisan de- 
bate. He pointed out that Reagan, a Re- 
publican governor of California, 
in- 


stituted a similar program while both 
houses of the state legislature were can- 
trolled by Democrats. 


Among the sponsors of the bill are rep- 


resentatives Joe D. Waggoner, D-La., 
and Dill D. Burlison, D-Mont., two promi- 
nent Democratic conservatives. 


Reagan, since becoming governor of 


California in 1969, has claimed substan- 
tial reductions in the numbers of 
recipients on the welfare rolls, and at the 
same time said that benefits to recipients 
on the lower end of the income scale had 
been increased by as much as -13 per 
cent.

enue — sales tax," Larson said. 


HE ALSO SAID THAT on an average, 


a village patrolman makes more money 
than any employe in other departments, 


Asked what police would do if village 


officials do not meet the request Bennett 
replied, "I'm not prepared to answer 
that" but said, "we're not looking at a 
strike." 


The department was satisfied with ten-

Parks to begin 
'operation 
top dressing' 


Buffalo Grove Park District officials 


will begin "operation top dressing" tlu's 
spring by planting turf at various park 
sites in the village. 


The planting of grass has been n "No. 


' priority" in district plans to maintain 
the parks, board Vice President William 
J. Kiddle said. Officials this week are 
scanning the sites to determine how 
much topsoil, seed and fertilizer are 
needed. 


The park district is hoping to hire stu- 


dents from Buffalo Grove, Wheeling and 
Stevenson high schools for the project, 
Kiddle said. The district also plans to 
hire unemployed persons who have 
maintenance experience. 


Kiddle said the planting will be fin- 


ished before summer, when baseball and 
other popular sports are played at the 
park sites. The Raupp Memorial site at 
Dunham Lane in Lake County will be 
seeded last, he added. 


All seeding hopefully will be finished 


by the middle of the summer, Kiddle 
said. 


The plans also include the installation 


of play-ground equipment at some loca- 
tions. Park officials are inspecting parks 
to replace worn equipment or equipment 
damaged during the winter. 


Crane said the legislation he in- 


troduced was the result of a year-long 
study by the Republican Study Com- 
mittee — a coalition of conservatives — 
of the California program. Legislation 
similar to the California program has 
been adopted in iNew York, New Hamp- 
shire and Virginia, Crane said, and is 
under study in at least nine other states. 


CRANE SAID Rep. Donald L. Tot- 


ten, R-Hoffman Estates, is studying sim- 
ilar legislation for Illinois. Tottcn was 
unavailable for comment Tuesday, due 
to a committee hearing in Springfield. 


The legislation introduced by Crane 


would eliminate certain deductions which 
can now be claimed by persons earning 
more than $10,000 per year to qualify 
them for welfare grants. 


He cited an example whereby a fafiier 


for two, for instance could earn as much 
as $930 per month ($11,160 per year), and 


still qualify for $100 per month in public 
aid. 


The Crane legislation would also re- 


quire any able-bodied welfare recipient 
to contribute at least 80 hours per month 
to a public service at the minimum 
wage. "This would encourage wage ear- 
ners to retain the work habit," said 
Crane. 


HE ADDED THAT a simple check be- 


tween state and federal income tax re- 
turns would eliminate a great deal of 
fraud in welfare. 


Crane said the legislation is not pri- 


marily directed at fraud, but simply in 
closing loopholes in existing legislation. 
"In many cases, recipients are collecting 
welfare simply because a caseworker 
has pointed out to them that they can 
qualify, though they may not truly need 
help," Crane said.

Offshore drilling may reverse trend 
U.S. 'vulnerable' to oil embargoes 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The United 


States is more vulnerable than ever to 
foreign oil embargoes, but new offshore 
drilling may reverse the dwindling flow 
of U.S. production if "oppressive" feder- 
al taxes do not make it unprofitable, 
energy experts reported Tuesday. 


In separate studies prepared by a 


Commerce Department advisory board 
and by the National Petroleum Council, 
experts said the United States should in- 
crease coal and nuclear power devel- 
opment and step up the search for new 
undersea oil riches as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 


Ranking Republicans on two House 


energy committees, 
meanwhile, said 


they think President Ford must soften 
his opposition to a federal gasoline tax 
hike if he hopes to win energy policy con- 
cessions from congressional Democrats. 


REP. HERMAN T. SCHNEEBELI of 


Pennsylvania, a member of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, and Rep. 
Clarence J. Brown of Ohio, a member of 
the House Commerce energy subcom- 
mittee, made their statements after 
meeting with Ford. 


"In the taxing area, the big question is 


going to be over the gasoline tax and 
what kind of tax," Brown said. "I think 
that's an area where the administration 
Is going to have to give some if the 
Democrats insist on taxing gasoline." 


Brown predicted the Democrats would 


ease their demand for oil import quotas, 
settling for a conditional quota which the 
President could decide whether or not to 


impose. He also said he thought Demo- 
crats would yield on conservation plans 
by making them discretionary rather 
than mandatory, but with a congression- 
al veto provision attached. 


The new Commerce Dept. study 


showed U.S. imports of high-priced for- 
eign oil increased 14 per cent in 1974 
while domestic production of gas and oil 
fell off by 5 per cent each. It urged ra- 
pidly expanded reliance on coal and nu- 
clear power to meet U.S. energy require- 
ments of the future. 


In a separate report, the National Pet. 


roluem Council said untapped offshore 
petroleum riches "have the potential for 
arresting and possibly reversing the cur- 
rent decline in U.S. petroleum produc- 
tion." But it warned the government 
against charging excessive royalties for 
offshore leases and high taxes on the oil 
produced there. 


"Economics of these resources can be 


severely impaired by an oppressive gov- 
ernmental financial take," said C. J. 
Olmstead, head of the council's coordi- 
nating subcommittee on ocean petroleum 
resources. 


ON CAPITOL HILL, meanwhile, ener- 


gy issues dominated at least four differ- 
ent arenas: 


• An oil geologist told a Senate Interi- 


or .subcommittee the federal government 
probably would be a poor oil wildcatter. 
Merrill W. Hass, President of the Ameri- 
can Assn. of Petroleum Geologists, said 
bills in Congress to create a federal oil

Worst setback since Dien Bien Phu 
—thousands flee Viet Highlands 


SAIGON (UPI) - Hundreds of thou- 


sands of Siuth Vietnamese streamed out 
of the pbnndoned Central Highlands to- 
ward the sea Tuesday in a massive le- 
trtat that high goveinment sources said 
was negotiated by President Nguyen Van 
Thieu and the Viet Cong. 


Diplomatic sources said the withdrawal 


from what the government called the in- 
defensible provinces of Pleiku, Kontum 
and Darlac represented the worst set- 
back for anti-Communist forces in In- 
dochina since the French were defeated 
at Dien Blen Phu in 1954. 


The sources said the withdrawal was 


negotiated by Thieu and the Viet Cong 
who said at first they would grant a 
three day safe passage for the residents 
of Pleiku City. The Viet Cong then or- 
dered the residents of Kontum and Dalat 
to leave as well. 


There were about 550,000 persons in the 


area and 250,000 were on the roads 
in miles-long convoys or on foot, some 
dying by the wayside. Many had fled 
with only a handful of belongings after 
seeing their homes demolished and in 
flames. 


The high government sources said the 


United States was informed of the deal 


and that the embassy moved U.S mis- 
sionaries and U.S aid officials out of 
Pleiku and Kontum by air over the week- 
end. Nine Americans already had been 
reported captured in the district capital 
of Ban Me Thuot, one of the cities aban- 
doned in the great evacuation.

President Ford is viewing the South 


Vietnamese situation "with considerable 
concern," press secretary Ron Nessen 
said Tuesday. Nessen told reporters the 
South Vietnamese suffer from a lack of 
guaranteed fuel and ammunition sup- 
plies; "so this is one reason they have 
fallen back in some places.".. 


He said the situation shows the need 


for Congress to approve the $300 million 
in extra military aid for South Vietnam. 


and civilians withdrew from Pleiku, hos- 
pital patients were abandoned in thear 
beds where they lay. Eyewitnesses re- 
ported the sounds of ammunition dumps 
exploding and the city in flames. 


Witnesses said most of the walking ref- 


ugees were the poor who could not afford 
transportation — women, children, the 
elderly. They were without food and 
without water as they straggled far be- 
hind the exodus. 


When the convoy cleared Pleiku, engi- 


neers blew up the headquarters, airfield 
and bunkers. Tearful residents smashed 
and burned their own homes. 


In neighboring Cabodia, communist- 


led Khmer Rouge guerrillas observed 
the fifth anniversary of the ouster of 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk with a bar- 
rage of 5ti rockets on Phnom Penh and 
attacked the capital's outer defenses. 
Fifteen persons were killed. 


A U.S spokesman in Bangkok, Thai- 


land, said an Air Force plane has evac- 
uated personal effects of the US. Em- 
bassy personnel, and in Phnom Penh an 
embassy spokesman said some docu- 
ments have been burned and private ic- 
lief agencies have been asked to thin out 
their staffs, especially in outlying areas. 


SOUTH VIETNAMESE troops and ci- 
vilians abandoned the Central High- 
lands Tuesday.

.2 billion tax cut bill in Senate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 


began work Tuesday on the largest tax 
cut In history with President Ford in- 
dicating he would accept a far larger cut 
than he first proposed. 


Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield 


said the Senate would stay in session into 
the weekend if necessary to pass the bill, 
which emerged from the Finance Com- 
mittee as a $29.2 billion cut. This was 
$13.2 billion greater than Ford proposed 
and $9.3 billion larger than the House ap- 
proved. 


The Senate defeated 58 to 38 an amend- 


ment by Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D., 
which would have reduced the Senate bill 
to the same size of the House bill, $19 
billion. This was the first vote on any 
aspect of the bill. 


Pressed by the need to begin the flow 


of rebate checks to all taxpayers — as 
well as the need to recess for Easter — 
the Senate hoped to send the bill to a 
conference committee with the House by 
this weekend and to stay in session to 
send the final compromise bill to Ford. 


"The nation needs this tax cut and 


needs it soon," said Finance Committee 
Chairman Russell Long, D-La. 


A fight over whether to end the oil 


depletion allowance was expected to be 
the only major dispute, but it was ex- 
pected to be resolved by Friday. 


Ford told Republican congressional 


leaders he was willing to compromise 
with the Democratic Congress. Although 
he did not indicate an amount, Rep. El- 
ford Cederberd, R-Mich., said in answer 
to a question that he felt Ford might ac- 
cept a bill as high as $25 billion "if it 
came out clean without extraneous 
amendments." 


Ford's willingness to compromise was 


matched on the Senate floor where Fi- 


nance Committee Chairman Russell 
Long said he would be willing to scale 
down his controversial $32 billion tax 
credit for home purchases to include only 
new home purchases. 


The tax credit, as approved by the Fi- 


nance Committee, would grant a tax 
credit equal to 5 per cent of the purchase 
price of a new home up to a $2,000 credit. 
It would apply to new and used homes as 
well as mobile homes. 


In other economic news: 
• The government said the number of 


building permits issued in February was 
the lowest on record, dimming adminis- 
tration hopes housing construction would 
lead the economy out of the recession 
this spring. The Commerce Department 
said the number of new housing starts 
last month dropped 2 per cent from 
January and 50 per cent from February, 
1974. 


• The interest rate for prime business 


loans dropped to its lowest level in-21 
months, and home mortgage rates fell'to 
their lowest since August. Morgan Guar- 
anty Trust and Chemical Bank dropped 
their prime rate to 74 per cent. 


The Home Loan Bank Board said home 


mortgage interest lates fell in February 
to 9 II per cent from 9.33 per cent in 
January. It was the lowest rate since last 
August when it averaged 9.9 per cent.

Citizens Action Program (CAP) is or- 


ganizing a consumer program in Pala- 
tine for shoppers to pressure grocery 
stores into reducing their prices. 


CAP, a pressure group started in Chi- 


cago, began the pilot program last month 
in Palatine, Evanston and Highland 
Park. 


Its goals arc to improve sanitation, the 


availability of sales items and the quality 
of food, with the primary purpose of get- 
ting prices lowered. 


The program is based on a massive 


pledge drive which requires'consumers 
to state on pledge cards where they shop 
and what their average weekly food bill 
is. 


CAP PLANS to negotiate with the 


stores on behalf of the consumers after a- 
sufficient number of pledge cards has 
been completed. The coalition "will be in 
a position to pressure these stores into 
complying witli the demands of the con- 
sumer since they will be faced \\ith the 
prospect of losing millions of dollars in 
business," said Jackie Kendall, cochair- 
man of the coalition. 


CAP will tell store owners that the con- 


sumers who have pledged support will 
boycott the store for at least a month 
until prices are rolled back and demands 


arc met, she said. 


"We plan to show the store owners the 


pledge cards we have to prove the con- 
sumer support that we have. It will be a 
very effective way to give the consumer 
some power if we can get enough people 
to pledge" she said. 


MRS. 
KENDALL, of Palatine, said the 


organization has already begun to identi- 
fy area food stores that are overpricing 
their products. 


More than 100 Palatine residents have 


signed pledge cards during the past 
month to support the consumer coalition 
program, she said. In addition, more 
than 30 residents have joined CAP, 
which has recently been expanding its 
membership into the suburbs, she said. 


Mrs. Kendall has been speaking to 


various village organizations to persuade 
residents and civic organizations to join 
the coalition. CAP expects to attract 
more consumers at its annual convention 
April 6 at the Conrad Hilton Hotel in Chi- 
cago, when the coalition program will be 
expanded to include other suburbs, as 
well as the City of Chicago, she said. 


Residents who are interested in joining 


the consumers coalition or finding out 
more information about CAP should call 
329-2922. 


"RIGHT NOW, on the basis of the re- 


sponse we have received on the pledge 
cards, the average food bill for a family 
is $50 a week. There are enough people 
who spend at least that much a week on 
food who are going to be concerned 
enough to support the program," Mrs. 
Kendall said 


She said the coalition also will concern 


itself with the new code-item-pncing and 
meat-upgrading systems being adopted 
by many stores. 


CAP docs not oppose the new computer 


method of pricing foods in the supermar- 
ket, but is demanding that the price of 
each item be clearly stamped on each 
product for the consumer to see, she said. 


All merchandise in the store will be 


stamped with a price code that can be 
read only by a computer. The computer 
reads the coded labels and provides a 
sales tape at the checkout counter. The 
plan is designed to speed the checkout 
process and reduce the need for clerks. 


"The new system is a clever tactic by 


industry to make prices less conspicuous 
factor in tlic consumer's decision-making 
process," Mrs Kendall said. 


"Having the price on the product rein- 


forces the comparison-shopping process 
that consumers constantly go through to 
get the better buy," she said.

clo-ic-to-lmmc topics — being frightened, 
arguing with a brother, being yelled at 
by mom. 


It's called "Project 
Responsibility" 


and it is a new program at Stevenson 
School in Wheeling. Its purpose is to 
build confidence and i>elf-e.slcem in chil- 
dren while teaching them to like thorn- 
selvi-< and others. 


"\Ve alwajs talk at children," said 


Slepb.ime Moikowit/. Stevenson guid- 
ance counselor. During the small group 
session*, "we >il down with the kids and 
talk with them." 


The project recently received a $10,000 


grant from the stale. The funds will be 
lived to purchase videotape equipment to 
film tin- sessions and allow the children 
to evaluate their behavior afterwards. 
Thi' crant aNo will provide for staff 
training and curriculum materials. 


ALTHOUGH THE program started this 


year, next year, Mrs. Moskowitz said, it 
will be expanded throughout the school 
as an integral part of the curriculum. 


Working with groups of about 10, 


teachers have the opportunity to talk 
about n variety of subjects with their stu- 
dents from their most frightening experi- 
ence to those times when they felt lonely. 


By telling about their own experiences 


and hearing about other people's similar 
experiences, students will learn that they 
arc not alone in their feelings, Mrs. Mos- 
kowitz said. 


The sessions liave four purposes: 
• Sharing experiences; 
• Receiving response from (lie teacher 


to know that what they said was under- 
stood and appreciated; 


• Having oilier students remember 


what was said; 


• Going over what was said and learn- 


ing bow others feel about certain experi- 
ences. 


Mrs. Moskowitz said the program is 


"preventive medicine" designed to get to 
troubles before they become major prob- 
lems in the junior high and high schools. 


"We must be concerned with devel- 


oping the self. When a student likes him- 
self he will like others," she said. "You 
are what you think you are." 


THE DISCUSSIONS also leach stu- 


dents to accept responsibility for their 
own actions and become belter citizens. 
This is good for all children, she said, 
and not just for children with problems. 


Teachers rather than counselors lead 


the sessions to help improve their rela- 
tionships with students, she said. 


The program tries to make people feel 


good about themselves and each other. 
This will filter down to the classroom 
level when a studcnl is learning the basic 
subjects, Mrs, Moskowitz said. They will 
have a basis for understanding their 
problems and knowing there are other 
people who care, she said. 


The program gives the shy student an 


opportunity to speak out in a smaller 
group, she said. "Kids thai never talked 
in a large classroom come out in these 
small sessions," she said. 


TEACIIEKS AKE beginning to sec 


some results from the program, Mrs. 
Moskowitz said. 


One day a group of students was talk- 


ing about what it felt like to be unhappy. 
One student said he felt unhappy when- 
ever everyone went outside for recess. 
When asked why this was his "unhap- 
py" time, he said nobody played with 
him. The students in the session realized 
this was a problem and that they would 
also be unhappy if tiiey were alone at 
recess. 


The group developed a plan where the 


youngster would have somebody to play 
witli during recess. The result was a hap- 
pier youngster and the class learned how 
to accept responsibility for another per- 
son.

Wheeling Trustee Albert Lang has pro- 


posed an ethics ordinance for village offi- 
cials and asks that violators be subject 
to fines and in certain cases removal 
from office. 


"Basically what the ordinance would 


do is set down rules and regulations on 
what elected and appointed officials can 
and can't do," Lang said. "I'm hoping it 
will set down some guidelines which is 
something we've never had. 


"I don't think it's going to change ev- 


erything, but maybe it will help some," 
he said. "I know that a piece of paper 
isn't going to make a person honest or 
crooked." 


VILLAGE PRES. Ted C. Scanlon and 


Village Mgr. George Passolt last year 
proposed a far-reaching ethics code, but 
Village Atty. Paul Hamer said the vil- 
lage could not adopt it until it reached a 
population of 25,000 and became a home- 
rule community. 


In a report to the village board, Hamer 


said the village does not have the author- 
ity to pass ethics legislation that deals 
with conflict of interest. He said in non- 
liome-rule communities that area is cov- 
ered by state law and the village cannot 
pass more stringent regulations. 


Lang, however, said he favors passage 


of the ordinance by Wheeling even 
though that authority is not specifically 
granted by the state. 


"I'm going to fight to get this tiling 


through," he said. "I think we should 
pass tliis ordinance and if someone 
doesn't like it let them challenge it." 


Lang said the proposed ordinance 


would require trustees, members of com- 
missions and committees and employes 
to release a statement of economic inter- 
est. The statement would ask for dis- 
closure of land holdings and stock hold- 
ings in companies that do business with 
the village. 


LANG HAS PROPOSED the village es- 


tablish a board of ethics to investigate 
any alleged violations of the ordinance 
and give officials opinions on whether 
they aro in violation of the ordinance. 


"Under .what I'm proposing an official 


could go to the board and be told wheth- 
er he is or isn't in conflict of interest on 
a particular matter," Lang said. "The 
official could then vote or act accord- 
ingly." 


In the case of alleged violations, Lang 


said, the board of ethics would make rec- 


ommendations to the village board which 
would make the final decision. 


"There is the possibility we would be 


voting to fine people or remove them 
from the village board," Lang said. "The 
penalty would depend on the severity of 
the violation." 


The trustee said he has recommended 


that the village board appoint three per- 
sons to three-year terms on the board of 
ethics. 


"I believe that we should keep politics 


out of the appointments and try for some 
highly respected people in the commu- 
nity," Lang said. "That way it will add 
more credence and show people we're 
really trying to do a good job." 


Several village officials have 
from 


time to time been charged by residents 
with conflict of interest. 


ON NUMEROUS occasions residents 


have questioned the fact that Trustee 
William Hein is employed by Wheeling 
Auto Parts Inc., 141 S. Milwaukee Ave., 
a firm that does extensive business with 
the village.

"Excluding the period of the embargo. 


1973 U.S. imports of crude oil and oil 
products averaged 5.8 million barrels per 
day," the report said. "Again excluding 
the embargo period, the 197-1 imports av- 
eraged 6.G million barrels daily, increas- 
ing U.S. dependence on foreign energy." 


U.S. COAL PRODUCTION remained 


about the same between the fall of 1973 
and the fall of 1974, the report said. Nu- 
clear generating capacity increased by 
20 per cent in the last two years, it said, 
but more than half of the nation's 
planned new nuclear generating capacity 
was deferred or canceled during the past 
year. 


"The statistics tell the story," the re- 


port said. "The U.S. is more vulnerable 
to an embargo today than it was in the 
fall of 1973." 


The board recommended "prudent and 


attainable, immediate positive steps" to 
achieve a supply-and-demand balance for 
energy. 


"Since domestic reserves of coal are 


greater than oil and natural gas, it is 
necessary that substitution for these 
fuels be made at the greatest possible 
rate commensurate with economic, envi- 
ronmental and other considerations," It 
said.

Amtrak: it's 


on right track 


Itoccnt cries of public anguish nt 


Ilic quality of Amtrak passenger 
train service in the United States 
should be heard, but those com- 
plaints should be used to improve 
— and not dismantle — the Amtrak 
system. 


Last week in Chicago, Amtrak 


officials heard a litany of com- 
plaints about poor service, arro- 
gant personnel, late trains and 
malfunctioning equipment on long- 
distance passenger trains. 


Such grievances arc, of course, 


little surprise to most persons who 
have ridden a train in the last few- 
years. Since Amtrak's takeover in 
1971 of most of the once-mighty 
1 o n g-distance passenger trains, 
such complaints have been com- 
mon. 


But it should be remembered, 


even by Amtrak's harshest critics, 
that the corporation inherited a 
fleet of over-age passenger cars 
and engines which were running on 
InarasinKly 
dcm-pil 
intorstato 


rail lines. For years this national 
rail network had been in decline, 
and Amtrak's trains rescued it just 
short of oblivion. 


Since Ilic takeover. Amtrak has 


poured millions of dollars into new 
equipment, and lias added sucli 
radical improvements as the high- 
speed 
Metroliner between 
New- 


York City and Washington, D. C.. 
and the experimental Turbotrain. 
(In addition, a private carrier is 
running the highly successful Auto- 
Train between the North and Flor- 
ida.) 


Yet much of the Amtrak system 


is 
still 
plagued by antiquated 


equipment and, much worse, a 
don't-give-a-damn attitude towards 
the traveling public — and that's 
why the public, given the opportu- 
nity, will complain about passen- 
ger service. 


But equipment can be replaced 


and attitudes can be changed, if 
adequate funds and leadership arc 
provided. Now there's another op- 
portunity for such support, for Am- 
trak has asked for a $03 million 
bail-out to keep the system oper- 
ating through April. That money 
should be approved promptly by 
Congress. 


There's no simple and obvious 


method to get the American public 
into the train-riding habit again, 
for the car and the airplane have 
proved to be far more popular in 
moving us quickly from city to city 
in this country. 


But the gasoline shortage, plus a 


growing shortage of air space, 
makes the resurrection of an al- 
ternative system increasingly im- 
perative. Such a system, if it's go- 
ing to appeal to us, must be com- 
fortable, high-speed, economical, 
practical and clean — and Amtrak 
is capable of providing all of those 
qualities. 


There arc many problems — 


such as roadbed and the coordina- 
tion of other rail traffic — that 
make Amtrak's 
problem more 


than one of money. But the solu- 
tions to Amtrak's problems lie pri- 
marily with the need for a Con- 
gressional commitment to provide 
the money, which can revive the 
glory days of inter-city rail trans- 
portation in the United States.

Three parties have emerged in the Vil- 


lage of Wheeling to compete for four 
scats on the board of trustees in the 
April municipal election. The Wheeling 
Representative Party, Community Party 
and the Wheeling Improvement Party 
have either through official platforms or 
public statements pledged open and hon- 
est government with the elimination of 
one man or backroom politics. In my 
opinion, only one of these three groups 
has come through and demonstrated any 
intentions to follow these reforms and 
that is the Wheeling Improvement Party 
(WHIP). 


The Wheeling Representative Party 


slate was not selected on the basis of 
merit at an open public meeting, but 
rather "just evolved." The spokesmen 
for the party even admitted in the Her- 
ald that current Trustee William Hein 
was "influential" in formulating the 
slate. They recently stated that they 
were "leaning towards" disclosure of 
campaign finances. What group seeking 
to reform any government today can be 
unsure over whether they will be open on 
their funds?

eight individuals who 


spoke before the audience at the meeting 
and answered questions before being 
slated for office. A cross section of over 
50 residents made the decision, not just 
one or two people. 


The platform was also reached in a 


similar fashion with a random telephone 
survey of over 200 village residents to 
determine their thoughts and concerns to 
be included. An open public platform 
meeting was held and all sections were 
discussed and then approved by village 
residents.

in U.S. government'

WASHINGTON - J. Fred Buz- 


hardt, who was last seen defending 
former President Nixon in the Wa- 
tergate scandal, has surfaced again 
bearing food for thought. 


He was quoted in South Carolina as 


saying that Americans set unrcalisti- 
cally high moral standards for gov- 
ernment officials. 


"Would you rather have a com- 


petent scoundrel or an honest boob in 
office?" he asked, perhaps rhetori- 
cally. 


The either-or nature of this, option 


implies that we have to settle for one 
or the other. In which caso Buz- 
hardt's choice is little better than 
Hobson's. 


But fortunately we are not bound 


by so narrow a range in public ser- 
vants. 


Competence is not inseparatcly 


linked with rascality, any more than 
honesty is the exclusive attribute of 
boneheads. 


We can have, and do have, in gov- 


ernment service a great many com- 
petent boobs- and honest scoundrels. 
Particularly the former. 


Some of the most able members of 


Congress, for example, are complete 
nincompoops. 


In certain respects, however, un- 


reasonably high standards of recti- 
tude do tend to hold back achieve- 
ment. To take just one practice on 
which the public frowns, let us con- 
sider nepotism. 


I am not now referring to the prac- 


tice of putting relatives on one's of- 
fice payroll or otherwise using one's 
official position to line up a cushy 
government job for some kinsman. 


Hardly anyone objects to that. 
I am referring to the original, nar- 


row meaning that defines nepotism 
as the "favoring of nephews" or "ex- 
cessive fondness for one's nephews." 


If there Is one thing the American 


people won't tolerate it is a govern- 


ment official who favors his neph- 
ews. 


He might be able to coddle a cous- 


in without incurring public censure. 
He might even indulge an aunt or 
abet a brother-in-law. But doting on 
nephews is political suicide. 


Public aversion to nepotism is un- 


derstandable considering the serious 
defects in the general run of neph- 
ews. But is it wise to be so rigid 
about it? 


Because of high anti-nepotism stan- 


dards, 
government posts become 


filled with officials who are niece-ori- 
ented. That, in turn, makes them un- 
duly susceptible to the powerful 
niece lobby. Thus the regulation of 
nieces, a badly needed reform, is 
thwarted. 


In other words, unreasonable de- 


mands for government probity is one 
reason so many of our nieces arc 
now out of control. To that extent, at 
least, Buzhardt hit it right on the 
button.

not say that bees wouldn't sting, you if yoi wear white. What 
my column really said, and I read it again, is that bees and 
wasps arc attracted to bright floral prints and black clothes 
and not attracted to light colors such as white, khaki or green 
colors. In short, if you wear the right colors you are LESS 
likely to attract bees than you would be wearing the other 
colors mentioned. 


Your husband is less likely to have a problem with a bee 


sting for a while after he has had the desensitizing treatment. 
He may need more treatment later, and he should be checked 
by dis doctor for this problem each year and check on the 
advisability of more shots to keep him desensitized to bee 
stings. There arc some new purified substances that may be 
helpful with less side effects. 


You should have one of the emergency kits on hand that I 


mentioned in my first column. If you will follow the measures 
I suggested originally, the desensitizing shots, keeping shrubs 
and nests down, and taking care to wear light-colored cloth- 
ing and avoid perfumes or shaving lotion, you will have done 
most of the things you can do to avoid the stingers.

Traveling companions 
rip Shirley MacLaine 


NEW YORK (UPI) - 
Shirley Mac- 


Lainc on stage is a cute, lovable actress. 
But offstage, say three women who ac- 
companied her to China, the three-time 
Academy Award nominee isn't so charm- 
ing. 


"She lives In a Hollywood fantasy," 


said Patrida Branson, a Texaco employe 
In Port Arthur, Tex. 


Mrs. Branson was one of seven "regu- 


lar" American women who accompanied 
Miss MacLalno on a three-week trip to 
China In 1973. Out of that tour came the 
74-minute film, "The Other Half of the 
Sky — A China Memoir," which will be 
aired for PBS April 15 by WNET-New 
York. There was a seven-woman film 
crew on the trip, including Miss Mac- 
Lalne. 


"SHE WAS A PAIN in the neck, and 


she was sweet but only when she wanted 
something," said Ninibah Crawford, a 
Navajo who works for the Bureau of In- 
dian Affairs In Arizona. "She lives in 
fantasy." 


"Shirley is intelligent and full of cu- 


riosity," said Rosa Marin, a sociologist 
at the University of Puerto Rico. "But 
sometimes she unconsciously falls into 
the Hollywood style of living and dealing 
with people. In Hollywood, most of the 
time people live in a fantasy where each 
one has a different role." 


According to the three women, Miss 


MacLainc led the group like a Girl Scout 
leader dragging a bunch of girls on a 
camping trip. They said Miss MacLaine 
was insensitive, rude and more inter-

ested in making her film than participat- 
ing in the group. 


They also said they were particularly 


annoyed that Miss MacLaine used them 
in the film as unsalaried "stars." All 
seven signed agreements that they would 
not be paid. 


"WE DIDN'T realize what it was all 


about until we got there," Miss Marin 
said. "We were the cast and she used us 
like guinea pigs, I was blind when I 
went. It was a wonderful opportunity, 
unique. But I don't have a price. I'm not 
for sale. And nobody can buy me. That's 
what Shirley tried to do with this trip." 


Miss Crawford also felt she was taken 


advantage of by Miss MacLaine. "I was a 
prop for her movie." But Mrs. Branson 
was especially disturbed by Miss Mac- 
Laine's behavior during the trip, which 
she called "insensitive." 


"During the May Day ceremonies," 


she said, "one of the camera women, 
Joan Wiedman, started to faint. *A wom- 
an physician said Joan's heart was beat- 
ing too fast, like a heart attack. 


"The physician said she must go to a 


hospital and then Shirley tried to see if 
Joan was really sick. When Shirley saw 
Joan go to the ambulance, she shouted, 
'Take the camera to the hospital.' Shir- 
ley has no feelings for human beings."

When the Americans were there they 


believed it essential to hold Kontum and 
Pleiku as keys to South Vietnam's Cen- 
tral Highlands. After entering the Viet- 
nam war in force in 1964, one of the first 
great American efforts was to clear 
Highway 19 which cuts across Soutli Viet- 
nam at its narrow waist and on the way 
goes through Pleiku. 


THKY ALSO BELIEVED it essential 


to hold another provincial capital — Ban 
Me Thuot on Highway 21 which also cuts 
across South Vietnam farther to the 
south. The U.S. 101 Airborne Division 
fought in defense of the highlands and so 
did the 1st Air Cavalry. 


In the early 1960s, before the Ameri- 


cans had more than advisers there, Com- 
munist strategy was believed aimed at 
cutting South Vietnam in two either at 
Highway 21 or 19. 


If successful, it was believed all of 


South 
Vietnam's northern provinces 


would fall to the Communists, including 
the cities of Hue and Danang, and the 
Communists then would be able to in- 
crease their pressure on Saigon both 
from tho north and with stepped up at- 
tacks from the Mekong Delta in the 
south. 


THE COMMUNISTS now have Ban Me 


Thuot and Pleiku and Kontum seem to 
be theirs for the asking in what could be 
a replay of their strategy more than a 
dozen years ago. 


News dispatches also tell of stepped up 


Communist attacks in the delta which is 
the country's breadbasket and home for 
a third of the country's 6U.5 million 
people, If the Communists were able to 
cut Highway 4 in the Delta, they would 
further isolate the capital. 


Beginning with President Dwight D. 


Efcenhowcr through former President 
Richard M. Nixon, the Indochina penin- 
sula has been a major preoccupation of 
American presidents. 


WHEN PRESIDENT FORD took of- 


ficc, he declared: 


"In Indochina, we are determined to 


see the observance of the Paris ceasefire 
and a negotiated settlement in Laos. We 
hope to see an early compromise settle- 
ment in Cambodia." 


But (be Paris peace accords arc in a 


shambles. 


In South Vietnam the Communists 


have tho initiative, and they are close to 
victory in Cambodia. 


And Ford's pleas for new military aid 


to both on grounds that American honor 
and prestige are at stake fall upon deaf 
cars. 


A GALLUP POLL shows that eight out 


of 10 Americans oppose further military 
aid, fearful of a reinvolvement of Ameri- 
can forces in Indochina. 


More than W years ago, former Secre- 


tary of State Dean Acheson declared the 
United States could not prevent southeast 
Asia from falling to the Communists. The 
people there, he said, had neither the 
means nor the will to save themselves.

Ninth busiest day in history 
Dow starts strong, but 
falls 7.12 in heavy trading 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Profit takers drove prices broadly 


lower in heavy trading Tuesday on the New York Stock Ex- 
change. 


The Dow Jones industrial average, up more than six points 


at the outset, lost 7.12 points to 779.41. In the previous two 
sessions, it had climbed 23 points to its highest level in more 
than seven months. 


Standard & Poor's 500-stock index fell 0.88 to 83.13. The 


average price of an NYSE common share lost 29 cents. De- 
clines topped advances, 957 to 523, among the 1,842 issues 
crossing the tape. 


The volume totaled 29,180,000 shares, up from the 26,780,000 


traded Monday. It was the ninth busiest day in NYSE history. 


ANALYSTS SAID the profit taking was normal. They noted 


the market had registered one of the sharpest advances in its 
liistory during the last three months. 


One depressant was the Commerce Dept. report that 


housing starts declined in February and building permits 
sank to their lowest level on record. 


Morgan Guaranty Trust and Chemical Bank helped ignite 


the early gains by lowering their prime rate to 7M: per cent —

ply of nutritious food In about 12 cases of 
large tins. Many customers, It's true, arc 
buying somewhat stealthily. It's not at 
all unusual for a company to bo re- 
quested to ship the food in unmarked 
crates. But there arc now 20 to 30 small 
companies In this field and, according to 
a recent Forbes magazine, they arc ex- 
pected to produce some $30 million in 
revenues this year. 


FEW OF TUB companies process food 


thcmscKcs They buy it In bulk from 


manufacturers, then repack it for ship- 
ment to their customers (at, of course, a 
substantial markup). 


The companies offer you various 


choices. Most sell various supplemental 
units and miscellaneous food items rang- 
ing from Alaskan peas to freeze dried ice 
cream shakes. At least one company 
(Dixie Beolilve Foods in Georgia) offers 
n Sample Kit at $1193 (plus shipping). 
And m«>t of the companies offer such 
miscellaneous Items as garden sc/fls, 
grain mills, water purifiers, wood bum- 
ing stoves and books on such topics as 
"Mix 'n' Moisten Meals." 


But the big push comes on the plans 


designed to feed ono adult for a period of 
three months to a year or more. A typi- 
cal one-year package is Harvest Pack 
Unit No. 1 from Self Sufficiency Prod- 
ucts These 12 cases of 73 enamel-coated 
No. 10 cans promise "a nutritionally bal- 
anced diet for one adult for one year," 
and store In I2\<t cubic feet of space. 


THE UNIT IS made up of two cases of 


grain, four of protein, two of non-fat 
milk, one of fruit and three of vcge-

Not an inch of your body escapes 


scrutiny, not even that inch of fat around 
your waist, when you go through the 
multi-phasic health screening at the 
George and Anna Portes Cancer Pre- 
vention Center in Chicago. 


From head to toes, inside and out, the 


bodies of some 100 apparently healthy 
persons are examined daily at the center 
for potential health problems ranging 
from cancer to excess "skinfold" (fat). 


The non-profit center was founded in 


1D43 by four Chicago women for the pur- 
pose of cancer prevention Today it em- 
phasizes overall preventive medicine 


IIIi: 
COMPREHENSIVE, 
3^-hour 


physical examination administered at the 
center includes more than 20 blood tests, 
an electrocardiogram, a thermogranhic 
test for breast cancer, a chest X-ray, 
tests for emphysema, glaucoma, vision 
and hearing, a complete physical exam- 
ination by an internist, a proctoscopic 
exam and a gynecological exam for 
women. 


The thoroughness, accuracy and swift- 


ness of the process are assured by so- 


phisticated computerization. Yet the ex- 
amination, which the center recommends 
every one to three years, depending on 
age and health, costs just $70. An equiva- 
lent examination obtained through a phy- 
sician or hospital would run $300 to $500, 
according to estimates by center offi- 
cials. 


THE PORTES CENTER is the largest 


of only a few such facilities existing in 
the world. According to administrator 
Milton Shufro, calls come in to the Por- 
tes Center from all over the U S. and the 
world, from people Interested in estab- 
lishing similar facilities. 


All of the center's board members 


through the years, like its founders, have 
volunteered their efforts The center in 
1D68 was renamed in honor of George 
and Anna Portes, board members who 
contributed generously toward the build- 
ing of the present facility at 33 W. Huron 
St George Portes was tho brother of Dr. 
Caesar Portes, cancer specialist and 
medical director emeritus of the center. 


Appointments are being taken now for 


May and June. The center's number is 
W4-4371.

A TONOMETER is the newest and 
most sensitive test device for glau- 
coma. A puff of air measures pres- 
sure In the eye. After that, the exam- 
inee disrobes, has a height 
and 


weight check, the "skinfold" tost and 
blood sample>s are drawn in tho lab. 
A chest X-ray and electrocardiogram 
are taken, then each patient given a 
thorough physical examination by an 
internist, including a proctoscopy to 
detect bowel cancer. Women also re- 
ceive a gynecologicaj exam and Pap 
smear as well as a thermogram, the 
newost test for breast cancer. If a 
"hot spot" shows up, an X-ray of tho 
breast may be taken. 


ALL DATA FROM the entire examination is ultimately 
printed out by this computer and the results reviewed 
by physicians. Examinees may return in two weeks for a 
consultation. No diagnoses are made, but patients with 


suspicious abnormalities are urged to seek treatment. 
The medical report is sent to the patient's personal phy- 
sician. In case of urgent findings, patient is notified and 
data relayed to his doctor within 24 hours.

A tenant's right to 6qiiiet enjoyment' 


by Julie Martocclo 


It often happens on one occasion or an- 


other that someone will ask me a ques- 
tion about her status as a tenant. Usually 
it's a complaint about her right as op- 
posed to the landlord's and phrased, 
"Can he do this to me?" 


• My first answer is always a stan- 


dard, "What does it say in your lease?" 
A lease is a contract in which terms of 
occupancy and compensation arc spelled 
out. But it is also subject to local cus- 
toms and laws. Thus every right is not 
enumerated in a lease. Because they are 
basic, there are some that are implied. 
You have, for instance, the "right of qui- 
et enjoyment" whether or not it's specifi- 
cally mentioned in your lease. 


• This does not mean that you are en- 


titled to absolute silence or that you 
must bo overjoyed because you are liv- 
ing in a particular apartment or house 
that you have rented. But It docs mean 
that you have, with some exceptions, the 
same rights to the premises as if you 
owned them. You have a right to use tlio 
place without being molested or bothered 
unduly either by the landlord or the oth- 
er tenants. The qualifying words "witliin 
reason" must be considered since other 
tenants have the same right to quiet en- 
joyment as you. 


There are many different kinds of situ- 


ations that point up the meaning of that 
privilege. Recently, a friend called to 
complain about a situation I had not en- 
countered before. Her neighbors, two 
young men, were giving parties every 
weekend. "Wo don't object to that," she 
said, "because as the evening goes on, 
the party becomes more quiet. I suspect 
they 'bomb out' with drugs, but I know 
for certain that they are using pot be- 
cause the odor seeps through our doors 
and every Monday morning they leave 
their windows wide open for hours to get 
rid of that awful smell." Could she break 
her lease, she wanted to know. 


I suggested that she get in touch with 


the landlord, tell him tho facts and let 
him proceed from there. If he fails to 
act, she may then seek legal steps (not 
walk out) to break the lease. 


• The right of quiet enjoyment in- 


cludes the right to live in a building that 
is free of flagrant violations of criminal 
law. You would not be expected, for ex- 
ample, to remain in a building in which a 
tenant was running a "house of prostitu- 
tion." But again, you would have to noti- 
fy tho landlord first to give him opportu- 
nity to remove the objectionable tenant 
before you were entitled to a cause of 
action. 


• Your right of quiet enjoyment means 


that you have more than four walls in 
which to live. A tenant has a right to use 


a laundry room that was obviously de- 
signed for that purpose to bo used by 
renters even though not mentioned in the 
lease. 


• Your landlord cannot be unreason- 


ablo about entering your premises. (He 
must abide by the conditions generally 
spelled out in the lease.) Nor docs he 
have tho right to harass you. If he does, 
you may have him arrested for trespass 
and for breach of that "peace." 


• What if another tenant objects, for 


Instance, to your friends because they 
"have long hair, wear blue jeans and 
boards?" Is the landlord obliged to lay 
down tho law because you think this Is 
part of your right to quiet enjoyment? 
Assuming there's no violence or dis- 
ruptions, courts would hesitate to insist 
upon the landlord intervening In every 
difference between one tenant and anoth- 
er. To keep peace in tho building he may 
think it wise to Intervene, but his duties 
in that respect are limited. Your landlord 
is not and cannot net as a policeman. 
Nor can the courts settle every dis- 
agreement that arises between tenants. 
It Is assumed that reasonable, average 
law-abiding citizens can settle those 
kinds of problems between themselves. 


• What about cats and dogs? Suppose 


your neighbor has one or the other and 
the lease says neither is allowed. Do you 
then have the right to tear up your lease 
and move out? No, "quiet enjoyment" 
does not extend to Uiat point. Tho 
rule about pets had been established by 
the landlord for his benefit, not yours, 
and ho has the right to enforce it or not 
as he sees fit. If, however, the animal is 
vicious or in some other way a threat to 
your health, you have a right to expect 
the landlord to remove the animal, the 
tenant or both. If he does not, you may, 
if ho refuses, terminate your lease, but 
in a prescribed legal manner and not 
just by walking off Uic premises. 


• Some leases may contain a "right to 


quiet enjoyment" clause. This provides 
that should your landlord default on his 


mortgage payment and the mortgagee 
forecloses, takes over the place for his 
own use and you must then go to the 
expense and inconvenience of moving 
elsewhere, you have a right to sue the 
landlord for damages. 


if you wish to avoid trouble, read your 


lease carefully. This means even the 
printed material on the back of it. Some- 
times there are rules and regulations 
there, too, that may limit your rights. 


When in real doubt, see your lawyer 


before signing. A fee is better and cheap- 
er in the long run than an expensive law- 
suit, the possibility of paying rent when 
you're not living on the premises and 
possibly, even, a nervous breakdown.

Chicken dish may convince 
reader to use wheat germ 


Dear Dorothy: I've always looked on 


(ho health food fans as a bunch of well- 
meaning nuts. Suddenly, however, I find 
myself the recipient of a fat jar of wheat 
germ. I confess to being intrigued. Now 
whnt in the name of heaven can I do 
with the stuff? — Phyllis Munter 


You'ro not going to lure me into an 


argument. My sister happens to be pas- 
sionate about the health foods and she 
uses wheat germ in a chicken recipe that 
invariably turns out delicious. She coats 
the chicken lightly with a combination of 
wheat germ and pancake flour, then fries 
It In an even mix of corn oil and saf- 
flowcr oil. 


When the chicken Is golden brown, she 


puts it In a roasting pan, rinses out the 
frying pan with about a cup of water to 
which she has added two tablespoons of 
chicken concentrate powder, about two 
tablespoons of sour cream and two table- 
spoons of cooking sherry. This is poured 
on the chicken and a few sliced shallots 
added.

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Crane introduces welfare reform bill

U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, with 


the support of 37 other congressmen, 
Tuesday introduced federal legislation 
for welfare based on the formula of for- 
mer California Gov. Ronald Reagan. 


Crane declared that his program could 


save taxpayers in excess of $1.5 billion H 
>car, while reducing misdirected welfare 
payments, providing new incentives for 
job-seeking by welfare recipients and in- 
creasing benefits for "the truly needy." 


According to Crane, the National Wel- 


fare Reform Act would: 


• Eliminate from welfare roles those 


earning substantial incomes but still col- 
Iccting aid — legally — through loopholes 
in the present system. 


• Reduce fraud by requiring cross- 


checks between state and federal income 
tax returns to determine whether welfare 
recipients are concealing other income. 


• Encourage recipients to leave the 


welfare rolls by requiring public service 
from them at the minimum wage. 


CRANE DECLARED the welfare-re- 


form issue to be one free of partisan de- 
bute. He pointed out that Reagan, a Re- 
publican governor of California, in- 
stituted a similar program while both 
houses of the state legislature were on- 
trolled by Democrats. 


Among the sponsors of the bill arc rep- 


resentatives Joe D. Waggoner, D-La., 
and Bill D. Bnrli.son, D-Mont., two promi- 
nent Democratic conservatives, 


Rcagnn, since becoming governor of 


California in 1969, has claimed substan- 
tial reductions in the numbers of 
recipient*, on the welfare rolls, and at the 
same time said that benefits to recipients 
on the lower end of the Income scale had 
been increased by as much as 43 per 
cent.

witli conflict of interest. He said in nan- 
home-rule communities tiiat area is cov- 
ered by state law and the village cannot 
puss more stringent regulations.

The statement would ask for dis- 
closure of land holdings and stock hold- 
ings in companies that do business with 
the village. 


LANG HAS PROPOSED the village es- 


tablish a board of ethics to investigate 
any alleged violations of the ordinance 
and give officials opinions on whether 
they arc in violation of the ordinance. 


"Under what I'm proposing an official 


could go to tlie board and be told wheth- 
er he is or isn't in conflict of interest on 
a particular matter," Lang said. "The 
official could then vote or act accord- 
ingly." 


In the case of alleged violations, Long 


said, the board of ethics would make rec- 
ommendations to the village board which 
would make the final decision. 


"There is the possibility we would be 


voting to fine people or remove them 
from the village board," Lang said. "The 
penally would depend on the severity of 
the violation." 


The trustee said he has recommended 


that the village board appoint three per- 
sons to three-year terms on the board of 
ethics. 


"I believe that we should keep politics 


out of the appointments and try for some 
highly respected people in the commu- 
nity," Lang said. "That way it will add 
more sredcnce and show people we're 
really trying to do a good job." 


Several village officials have from 


time (o lime been charged by residents 
with conflict of interest. 


ON NUMEROUS occasions residents 


have questioned the fact that Trustee 
William Hein is employed by Wheeling 
Auto Parts Inc., 141 S. Milwaukee Avc., 
a firm that docs extensive business with 
the village. 


Hcin has repeatedly voted in favor of

study by the Republican Study Com- 
mittee — a coalition of conservatives — 
of the California program. Legislation 
similar to the California program has 
been adopted in New York, New Hamp- 
shire and Virginia, Crano said, and is 
under study in at least nine other states. 


CRANE SAID Rep. Donald L. Tot- 


ten, R-Hoffman Estates, is studying sim- 
ilar legislation for Illinois. Tottcn was 
unavailable for comment Tuesday, due 
to a committee hearing in Springfield. 


The legislation introduced by Crane 


would eliminate certain deductions which 
can now be claimed by persons earning 
more than $10,000"per year to qualify 
them for welfare grants, 


He cited an example whereby a fattier 


for two, for instance could earn as much 
as $930 per month ($11,160 per year), and 


still qualify for $100 per month in public 
aid. 


The Crane legislation would also re- 


quire any able-bodied welfare recipient 
to contribute at least 80 hours per month 
to a public service at the minimum 
wage. "This would encourage wage ear- 
ners to retain the work habit," said 
Crane. 


HE ADDED THAT a simple check be- 


tween state and federal income tax re- 
turns would eliminate a great deal of 
fraud in welfare. 


Crane said the legislation is not pri- 


marily directed at fraud, but simply in 
closing loopholes in existing legislation. 
"In many cases, recipients are collecting 
welfare simply because a caseworker 
has pointed out to them that they can 
qualify, though they may not truly need 
help," Crane said.

Citizens Action Program (CAP) is or- 


ganizing a consumer program in Pala- 
tine for shoppers to pressure grocery 
stores into reducing their prices. 


CAP, a pressure group started in Chi- 


cago, began the pilot program last month 
in Palatine, Evunston and Highland 
Park. 


Its goals are to improve sanitation, the 


availability of sales items and the quality 
of food, with the primary purpose of get- 
ting prices lowered. 


The program is based on a massive 


pledge drive which requires consumers 
to state on pledge cards where they shop 
and what their average weekly food bill 
is. 


CAP PLANS to negotiate with the 


stores on behalf of the consumers after a 
sufficient number of pledge cards has 
been completed. The coalition "will be in 
a position to pressure these stores into 
complying with the demands of the con- 
sumer since they will be faced with the 
prospect of losing millions of dollars in 
business," said Jackie Kendall, cochair- 
man of the coalition. 


CAP will tell store owners that the con- 


sumers who have pledged support will 
boycott the ftore for at least a month 
until prices are rolled back and demands 


arc met, she said. 


"We plan to show the store owners the 


pledge cards we have to prove the con- 
sumer support that we have. It will be a 
very effective way to give the consumer 
some power if we can get enough people 
to pledge" she said. 


MRS. KENDALL, of Palatine, said the 


.organization has already begun to identi- 
fy area food stores that are overpricing 
their products. 


More than 100 Palatine residents have 


signed pledge cards during the past 
month to support the consumer coalition 
program, she said. In addition, more 
than 30 residents have joined CAP, 
which has recently been expanding its 
membership into the suburbs, she said. 


Mrs. Kendall has been speaking to 


various village organizations to persuade 
residents and civic organizations to join 
the coalition. CAP expects to attract 
more consumers at its annual convention 
April 6 at the Conrad Hilton Hotel in Chi- 
cago, wlien the coalition program will be 
expanded to include other suburbs, as 
well as the City of Chicago, she said. 


Residents who arc interested in joining 


the consumers coalition or finding out 
more information about CAP should call 
929-2922. 


"RIGHT NOW, on the basis of the re- 


sponse we have received on the pledge 
cards, the average food bill for a family 
is $50 a week. There are enough, people 
who spend at least that much a week on 
food who are going to be concerned 
enough to support the program," Mrs. 
Kendall said. 


She said the coalition also will concern 


itself with the new code-item-pricing and 
meat-upgrading systems being adopted 
by many stores. 


CAP docs not oppose the new computer 


method of pricing foods in the supermar- 
ket, but is demanding that the price of 
each item be clearly stamped on each 
product for the consumer to see, she said. 


All merchandise in the store will be 


stamped with a price code that can be 
read only by a computer. The computer 
reads the coded labels and provides a 
sales tape at the checkout counter. The 
plan is designed to speed the checkout 
process and reduce the need for clerks. 


"The new system is a clever tactic by 


industry to make prices less conspicuous 
factor in the consumer's decision-making 
process," Mrs Kendall said. 


"Having the price on the product rein- 


forces the comparison-shopping process 
that consumers constantly go through to 
get the better buy," she said.

DONALD O. .IKI-TEHS. chief engi- 


neer, said the station's output has been 
reduced from 50,000 watts to 10,000 watts 
because of the loss of the tower but ser- 
vice to the Chicago metropolitan areu 
has not been affected. 


Jcffers said fringe areas such as Rock- 


ford, which the station could normally 
reach at full output, will be hurt by the

TUB DISCUSSIONS also teach stu-

"THAT THEIR (POLICE) salaries are 


behind may be true," said Trustee Clar- 
ice Rech. "But we also don't have the 
same assessed valuation. We're not an 
Elk Grove Village; we rely on property 
taxes and we don't have the industry." 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson has said 


the Elk Grove Village assessed valuation 
is some $234 million, primarily because 
of the village's large industrial park, 
while Buffalo Grove's is only about $65 
million. 


He said that although studies show 


Buffalo Grove Police have a "greater 
workload" than other towns because of 
the department's size, "it is difficult for 
a growing village to keep up with other 
communities in salary levels." 


"We're a young town and we're just 


finally developing another source of rev- 
enue — sales tax," Larson said. 


UK ALSO SAID THAT on an average, 


a village patrolman makes more money 
than any employe in other departments. 


Asked what police would do if village 


officials do not meet the request Bennett 
replied, "I'm not prepared to answer 
that" but said, "we're not looking at a 
strike." 


The department was satisfied with ten-

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Crane introduces welfare reform bi 


PHILIP CHAM:

U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, IM2th, with 


the support of 57 other congressmen, 
Tuesday introduced federal legislation 
for welfare based on the formula of for- 
mer California Gov. Ronald Reagan. 


Crane declared that his program could 


save taxpayers in excess of $1.5 billion a 
year, while reducing misdirected welfare 
payments, providing new incentives for 
job-seeking by welfare recipients and in- 
creasing benefits for "the truly needy." 


According to Crane, the National Wel- 


fare Reform Act would: 


• Eliminate from welfare roles those 


earning substantial incomes but still col- 
lecting aid — legally — through loophcVcs 
in the present system. 


• Reduce fraud by requiring cross- 


checks Iwtwccn state and federal income 
tax returns to determine whether welfare 
recipients arc concealing other income. 


• Encourage recipients to leave the 


welfare rolls by requiring public service 
from them at the minimum wage. 


CRANE DECLARED the welfare-re- 


form issue to be one free of partisan de- 
bate. He pointed out that Reagan, a Re- 
publican governor 
of 
California, 
in- 


stituted a similar program while both 
houses of the state legislature were con- 
trolled by Democrats. 


Among the sponsors of the bill arc rep- 


resentatives Joe D. Waggoner, D-La., 
and Dill D. Burlison, D-Mont., two promi- 
nent Democratic conservatives. 


Reagan, since becoming governor of 


California in 1909, has claimed substan- 
tial 
reductions in the numbers of 


recipients on the welfare rolls, and at the 
same time said that benefits to recipients 
on the lower end of the income scale had 
been increased by as much as 43 per 
cent. 


Crane said 
the legislation 
he in- 


troduced was the result of a year-long 
study by the Republican Study Com- 
mittee — a coalition of conservatives — 
of the California program. Legislation 
similar to the California program has 
been adopted in New York, New Hamp- 
shire and Virginia, Crane said, and is 
under study in at least nine other states. 


CRANE SAID Rep. Donald L. Tot- 


tcn, R-Hoffman Estates, is studying sim- 
ilar legislation for Illinois. Totten was 
unavailable for comment Tuesday, due 
to a committee hearing in Springfield. 


The legislation introduced by Crane 


would eliminate certain deductions which 
can now be claimed by persons earning 
more than $10,000 per year to qualify 
them for welfare grants. 


He cited an example whereby a fattier 


for two, for instance could earn as much 
as $330 per month ($11,160 per year), and 


still qualify for $100 per month in public 
aid. 


The Crane legislation would also re- 


quire any able-bodied welfare rccipienl 
to contribute at least 80 hours per month 
to a public service at the minimum 
wage. "This would encourage wage ear- 
ners to retain the work habit," said 
Crane. 


HE ADDED THAT a simple check be- 


tween state and federal income tax re- 
turns would eliminate a great deal of 
fraud in welfare. 


Crane said the legislation is not pri- 


marily directed at fraud, but simply in 
closing loopholes in existing legislation. 
"In many cases, recipients are collecting 
welfare simply because a caseworker 
has pointed out to them that they can 
qualify, though they may not truly need 
help," Crane said.

said.

The board this week asked district ad- 


ministrators to talk to the parents of the 
three children involved In the change so 
far to determine their reaction to return- 
ing to the original boundaries. 


Because of anticipated overcrowding at 


Jay School, 1B.15 W. Pheasant Tr., Mount 
Prospect, a citbens' committee recom- 
mended that children coming from three 
new Mount Prospect apartment com- 
plexes be .sent to High Ridge Knolls 
School, nail S, Dara James Rd., and 
Brcntwood School, 2fiO W. Dulles Rd., 
both in DCS Plaines, rather than to Jay. 


The committee estimated about 85 chil- 


dren eventually would attend the two 
schools from the Forest Cove, Crystal 
Towers and Laurel Estates apartment 
complexes In Mount Prospect. 


IIOWEVEK. RECENT figures estimate 


only about 20 school-ago children will 
come from the complexes when they arc 


completed. Coupled with the fact that 
Jay School attendance went down 35 stu- 
dents this year, the changes now appear 
needless. 


"I think it's terrible to play checkers 


with these kids by switching them 
around again," said Judy Zanca, board 
member, who later agreed to study a 
switch back to the original boundaries. 
"I wish we hadn't done it in the first 
place," said Mrs. Zanca, one of two 
board members to originally oppose the 
shift. 


The switch cost the district an esti- 


mated $20,000 in salaries for two teach- 
ers who moved into the two Des Plaines 
schools in anticipation of a large influx 
of children tliis year. 


The need for extra staff most likely 


will be reviewed before next year, re- 
gardless of the decision on whether to 
return to the original boundaries. 


The boundary change last year brought 


a wave of protest from parents of chil- 
dren at the two Des Plaines schools who 
opposed the shift. 


ger Bardwcll called "disturbing." 


Erwin Stevenson, assistant superin- 


tendent for instruction, said that abou\ 7 
per cent of the children tested nerd clini- 
cal help. "Another 5 per cent of the 
sample had symptoms that suggested 
they might need clinical help," Steven- 
son said. 


Another 33 per cent of those tested arc 


one to two years behind in reading abili- 
ty but could be helped in the classroom, 
Stevenson said. 


"It isn't unusual to have a large num- 


ber of children reading one to two years 
below grade level. That may be the best 
they can do." Stevenson said. "I am con- 
cerned about the total number of chil- 
dren reading below grade level."

transmitter tower. 2353 Ballard Rd., Des 
Plaines, was burglarized late Monday or 
early Tuesday with equipment valued at 
$2.000 reported missing. The building is 
located next to a 200-foot transmi'er 
tower which was toppled by vandals late 
Sunday. 


Police said two capacitors, a radio fre- 


quency switch and meter, a photo coll 
and a doorbell were taken in the bur- 
glary. The incident occurred one day af- 
ter vandals cut three cable guidelines 
supporting one of the station's two trans- 
mitter towers, knocking the structure 
down. 


Damage to the tower and the co->t of 


reerectmg it have been placed at $5.000 
Police are investigating the connection 
between the two incidents but say they 
have no suspects yet. 


The station, which operates its 11GO 


AM frequency from the Des Plaines 
location, has remained on the air despite 
the loss of the transmitter. The station's 
FM outlet is not affected because its of- 
fices and transmitter are located in Chi- 
cago. 


DONALD 0. JEFFERS. chief engi- 


neer, said the station's output has been 
reduced from 50,000 watts to 10,000 watts 
because of the loss of the tower but ser- 
vice to the Chicago metropolitan area 
has not been affected. 


Jeffers said fringe areas such as Rock- 


ford, which the station could normally 
reach at full output, will be hurt by tfie 
decreased wattage with reception in out- 
lying areas diminished. 


Advertising is not expected to be af- 


fected because of the decreased output, 
Jeffers said, because the station is main- 
taining an adequate signal to reach the 
markets in the Chicago area where the 
station's advertising is focused. 


George Dubinepz, WJJD vice president 


and general manager, said the tower 
sh'juld be back up in a week depending 
on the arrival of parts needed to replace 
damaged sections of the transmitter. 
"It's a simple job to do once we have the 
piece1; because it goes up in 20-foot sec- 
tions," Dubinepz said. 


The AM station plays country muiic 


and operates on a clear-channel frequen- 
cy from sunrise to sunset.

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Crane introduces welfare reform

U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12tli, with 


the support of 57 other congressmen, 
Tuesday Introduced federal legislation 
for welfare based on the formula of for- 
mer California Gov. Ronald Reagan. 


Crane declared that his program could 


save taxpayers in excess of $1.5 billion a 
year, while reducing misdirected welfare 
payments, providing new incentives far 
job-seeking by welfare recipients and in- 
creasing benefits for "the truly needy." 


According to Crane, the National Wel- 


fare Reform Act would: 


• Eliminate from welfare roles those 


earning substantial incomes but still col- 
lecting aid — legally — through loopholes 
in the present system. 


• Reduce fraud by requiring cross- 


checks between state and federal income 
tax returns to determine whether welfare 
recipients are concealing other income. 


• Encourage recipients to leave the 


welfare rolls by requiring public service 
from them at the minimum wage. 


CRANE DECLAIIED the welfare-re-

itself with the new code-item-pricing and 
meat-upgrading systems being adopted 
by many stores. 


CAP docs not oppose the new computer 


method of pricing foods In the supermar- 
ket, but is demanding that the price of 
each item be clearly stamped on each 
product for the consumer to sec, she said. 


All merchandise In the store will be 


stamped with a price code that can be 
read only by a computer. The computer 
reads the coded labels and provides a 
sales tape at the checkout counter. The 
plan Is designed to speed the checkout 
process and reduce the need for clerks. 


"The new system is a clever tactic by 


Industry to make prices less conspicuous 
factor in the consumer's decision-making 
process." Mrs Kendall said. 


"Having the price on the product rein- 


forces the comparison-shopping process 
that consumers constantly go through to 
get the better buy," she said. 


CAP also hopes to convince the U.S. 


Dept. of Agriculture to reverse a meat- 
grading system that becomes effective 
next month, she said. 


THE USDA will be increasing the val- 


ue price of recently widespread groin-fed 
beef In order to "moke more money on 
what has been a middle-priced value for 
the consumer until now," Mrs.Kcndall 
said. 


CAP organized as a group against pol- 


lution five years ago and has since 
worked for programs for tax reform, 
lake front preservation and senior citi- 
zens. 


"Some were not aware that the street 


right-of-way is 20 feet from the existing 
curb line and were concerned that the 
village was planning to build a walk in 
their yards," he said. 


"Once we were able to show them that 


we are not planning to lop off a chunk of 
private property but build the sidewalks 
within the public right-of-way and safely 
away from the streets, they were satis- 
ifcd," Ciaglia said.

The Crane legislation would also re-

"This would encourage wage ear- 
ners to retain the work habit," said 
Crane. 


HE ADDED THAT a simple check be- 


tween state and federal income tax re- 
turns would eliminate a great deal of 
fraud in welfare. 


Crane said the legislation is not pri- 


marily directed at fraud, but simply in 
closing loopholes in existing legislation. 
"In many cases, recipients are collecting 
welfare simply because a caseworker 
has pointed out to them that they cm 
qualify, though they may not truly need 
help," Crane said.

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Schools clinic 
planned for 
reading aid 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 has ap- 


proved plans for a central "clinic" to 
help students with reading problems. 


The clinic would be able to handle up 


to 100 students at n time. As students 
progress, they would be returned to 
classrooms for followup help. 


Four reading specialists will staff the 


clinic, which is expected to cost about 
$«0,000 a year. 


Recent tests of 1,500 students found 


that almost 50 per cent were unable lo 
read with normal proficiency for their 
grade level, a statistic Acting Supt. Ro- 
ger Bardwell called "disturbing." 


Erwin Stevenson, assistant superin- 


tendent for instruction, said that about 7 
per cent of the children tested need clini- 
cal help. "Another 3 per cent of the 
sample had symptoms that suggested 
they might need clinical help," Steven- 
son said. 


Another 33 per cent of those tested are 


one to two years behind in reading abili- 
ty but could be helped in the classroom, 
Stevenson said. 


"It isn't unusual to have a large num- 


ber of children reading one to two years 
below grade level. That may be the l>est 
they can do," Stevenson said. "I am con- 
cerned about the total number of chil- 
dren reading below grade level." 


THE DISTRICT has hired two reading 


consultants, started a volunteer reading 
tutor program and extended courses in 
reading through eighth grade rather than 
stopping at fifth grade. The district also 
introduced a new reading textbook at all 
grade levels this year. 


Stevenson said it is too early to see if 


the programs have raised reading levels, 
but said he hopes to present a complete 
report to the board with more accurate 
figures this spring. 


Stevenson said the clinic would be 


"diagnostic." Students would attend for 
a minimum number of times and return 
lo classes with a "prescription" for sol- 
ving the reading problems which could 
be followed by the teacher. 


In other action at the meeting Monday, 


the board tabled discussion on an admin- 
istration request to investigate the possi- 
bility to move sixth graders from junior 
high school 
buildings to elementary 


buildings to ease junior high school over- 
crowding.

A 200-FOOT Iranjmittor tower at tho WJJD Radio sta- 
tion, 2355 Ballard Rd., Dot Plainoi, is expected to bo up 
and back in use within <i week. Tho tower was knocked 
down Sunday when vandals cut its throe supporting ca- 
bles. An antenna tuning house at the station also was 
burglarized Tuesday. Tho station's AM wattage output 
has boon reduced from 50,000 to 10,000 because of tho 
loss of tho towor. Tho station has remained on the air 
using only one transmitter. 


A building at the site of Hie WJJD radio 


transmitter tower, 2355 Ballard Rd., Des 
Plaines, was burglarized late Monday or 
early Tuesday with equipment valued at 
$2,000 reported missing. The building is 
located next to a 200-foot transmitter 
tower which was toppled by vandals late 
Sunday. 


Police said two capacitors, a radio fre- 


quency switch and meter, a photo cell 
and a doorbell were taken in the bur- 
glary. The incident occurred one day af- 
ter vandals cut three cable guidelines 
supporting one of the station's two trans- 
mitter towers, knocking the structure 
down. 


Damage to the tower and the cost of 


rcerecting it have been placed at $5,000. 
Police arc investigating the connection 
between the two incidents but say they 
have no suspects yet. 


The station, which operates its 1160 


AM frequency from the Des Plaincs 
location, has remained on the air despite 
the loss of the transmitter. The station's 
FM outlet is not affected because its of- 
fices and transmitter arc located in Clii- 
cago. 


DONALD 0. JEFFERS. chief engi- 


neer, said the station's output has been 
reduced from 50,000 watts to 10,000 watts 
because of the loss of the tower but ser- 
vice to the Chicago metropolitan area 
has not been affected. 


Jeffers said fringe areas such as Rock- 


ford, which the station could normally 
reach at full output, will be hurt by the 
decreased wattage with reception in out- 
lying areas diminished. 


Advertising is not expected to be af- 


fected because of the decreased output, 
Jeffers said, because the station is main- 
taining an adequate signal to reach the 
markets in the Chicago area where the 
station's advertising is focused. 


George Dubinepz, WJJD vice president 


and general manager, said the tower 
should be back up in a week depending 
on the arrival of parts needed to replace 
damaged sections of the transmitter. 
"It's a simple job to do once we have the 
pieces because it goes up in 20-foot sec- 
tions," Dubinepz said. 


The AM station plays country music 


and operates on a clear-channel frequen- 
cy from sunrise to sunset.

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Crane introduces welfare reform bill

U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane. IM2th, with 


the support of 37 other congressmen, 
Tuesday introduced federal legislation 
for welfare based on the formula of for- 
mcr California Gov. Ronald Reagan. 


Crane declared that his program could 


save taxpayers in excess of $1.5 billion a 
year, while reducing misdirected welfare 
payments, providing new incentives for 
job-seeking by welfare recipients and in- 
creasing benefits for "the truly needy." 


According to Crane, the National Wel- 


fare Reform Act would: 


• Eliminate from welfare roles those 


filming .substantial incomes but still col- 
lecting aid — legally — through loophct'cs 
in the present system. 


• Reduce fraud by requiring cross- 


checks between state and federal income 
tax returns to determine whether welfare 
recipients arc concealing other income. 


• Encourage recipients to leave the 


welfare rolls by requiring public service 
from them at the minimum wage. 


CHANG DECLARED the welfare-re- 


form Lssue to be one free of partisan de- 
bate. He pointed out that Reagan, a Re- 
publican 
governor of California, 
in- 


stituted a similar program while both 
houses of the state legislature were con- 
trolled by Democrats. 


Among the sponsors of the bill are rep- 


resentatives Joe D. Waggoner, D-La., 
and Dill D. Burlison. D-Mont., two promi- 
nent Democratic conservatives.

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Crane introduces welfare reform bill

U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, with 


the support of 57 other congressmen, 
Tuesday Introduced federal legislation 
for welfare based on the formula of for- 
mer California Gov. Ronald Reagan. 


Crane declared that his program could 


save, taxpayers in excess of $1.5 billion a 
year, while reducing misdirected welfare 
payments, providing new incentives for 
job-seeking by welfare recipients and in- 
creasing benefits for "the truly needy." 


According to Crane, the National Wel- 


fare Reform Act would: 


• Eliminate from welfare roles those 


earning substantial incomes but still col- 
lecting aid — legally — through loopholes 
in the present system. 


• Reduce fraud by requiring cross- 


checks between state and federal income 
tax returns to determine whether welfare 
recipients arc concealing other income. 


• Encourage recipients to leave the 


welfare rolls by requiring public service 
from them at the minimum wage. 


CltANE DECLARED the welfare-re- 


form issue to be one free of partisan de- 
bate. He pointed out that Reagan, a Re- 
publican governor 
of California, 
in- 


stituted a similar program while both 
houses of the state legislature were con- 
trolled by Democrats. 


Among the sponsors of the bill are rep- 


resentatives Joe D. Waggoner, D-La., 
and Bill D. Burlison, D-Mont., two promi- 
nent Democratic conservatives.

"We are planning 
close to the wire on the budget," he said. 


Litigation expenses were 
trimmed 


from $500 to S100 because "we're hoping 
we don't have anything come up in 
court." Brandt said. Only $4,000 is budg- 
eted for playground equipment, $1,800 
less tlmn last year, because "we've more 
or less filled up our park," Brandt said. 


The salary of $1,200 for a part-time 


recreation director has been eliminated. 
Instead, a crossing guard has been budg- 
eted at $520 and a fund for recreation 
supplies has been added with $750 to 
spend. Beverly Hnnscn, a park board 
member and part-time adult education 
instructor, serves as recreation director 
for the district. 


The board will hold a public hearing on 


the budget at 7:30 p.m. today at the Roll- 
ing Meadows City Hall. 3600 Kirchaff Rd. 
The board expects to adopt the budget at 
its next meeting March 26. 


WATSON SAID the budget includes 


only minimal expenditures beyond the 
cost of maintaining cost, equipment and 
capital projects at their present level. As 
he presented it, the budget provided a 
$259,934 surplus to end the 1975-76 fiscal 
year. Cutting the three employes — a po- 
lice radio dispatcher, a police service of- 
ficer and an environmental housing in- 
spector — brought the surplus to nearly 
$300,000, the goal set May 4, by the fi- 
nance committee. 


The budget includes two new taxes — 


to collect $125,000 for the city's Illinois 
Municipal Retirement Fund and $10,000 
for the annual audit. 


Aid. Thomas .1. Waldron. 2nd, initiated 


a movement to hike the pay increases to 
7 or fl per cent, still below the Chicago 
area cost-of-living increase for 1974 of 12 
per cent. The city should "start putting 
costs on things that are realistic,' he 
said, suggesting a hike in the vehicle sti- 
cker fee from the present $3 to $7 or $8. 
and a charge for garbage collection, cur- 
rently provided free to homeowners. 


"EMPLOYES shouldn't suffer because 


we're trying to keep a perfect record of 
not raising taxes." he said. 


The council rejected Waldron's sugges- 


tion to increase the cost of vehicle sti- 
ckers, or charge garbage fees. Aid. Mer- 
rill Wucrch, 1st, suggested the city 
should "work smarter," to provide the 
services needed without putting addition- 
al burdens on residents. He also said man 
power increases should be a gradual 
thing, not in "leaps and bounds" of eight 
persons. Aid. Thomas W. Scanlon, 1st, 
also cited taxpayer expenses and asked 
"how many of them got 5 per cent" in- 
creases in pay this year.

tine for shoppers to pressure grocery 
Mores Intc reducing their prices. 


CAP. u pressure group started in Chi- 


cago, begun the pilot program last month 
in Palatine, Evaiuion and Highland 
Park. 


It* goals arc to improve sanitation, the 


availability of sale* items and the quality 
of food, witlv the primary purpose of get- 
ling prices lowered. 


The program i» based on a massive 


pledge drive which require* consumer* 
to state on pledge cards where they shop 
and what their average weekly food bill 
IS. 


CAP PLANS to negotiate with the 


.<toros on behalf of the consumers after a 
sufficient number of pledge cards has 
been completed. The coalition "will be in 
a position to pressure these stores into 
complying with the demands of the con- 
sumer since they will be faced with the 
prospect of losing millions of dollars in 


business." said Jackie Kendall, cochair- 
man of the coalition. 


CAP will tell store owners that the con- 


sumers who have pledged support will 
boycott tltc store for at least a month 
until prices are rolled back and demands 
are met, she said. 


"We plan to show the store owners the 


pledge cards we have to prove the con- 
sumer support that we have. It will be a 
very effective way to give the consumer 
some power if we can get enough people 
to pledge" she said. 


MRS. KENDALL, of Palatine, said the 


organization has already begun to identi- 
fy area food stores that arc overpricing 
their products. 


More than 100 Palatine residents have 


signed pledge cards during the .past 
month to support the consumer coalition 
program, she said. In addition, more 
than 30 residents have joined CAP, 
which has recently been expanding its 
membership into the suburbs, she said. 


Mrs. Kendall has been speaking to 


various village organizations to persuade 


residents and civic organizations to join 
the coalition. CAP expects to attract 
more consumers at its annual convention 
April 6 at the Conrad Hilton Hotel in Chi- 
cago, when the coalition program will be 
expanded to include other suburbs, as 
well as the City of Chicago, she said.

the consumers coalition or finding out 
more information about CAP should call 
929-2922. 


"RIGHT NOW, on the basis of the re- 


sponse we have received on the pledge 
cards, the average food bill for a family 
is $50 a week. There are enough people 
who spend at least that much a week on 
food who are going to be concerned 
enough to support the program," Mrs. 
Kendall-said. 


She said the coalition also will concern 


itself with the new code-item-pricing and 
meat-upgrading systems being adopted 
by many stores. 


CAP does not oppose the new computer 


method of pricing foods in the supermar-

troduced was the result of a year-long 
study by the Republican Study Com- 
mittee — a coalition of conservatives — 
of the California program. Legislation 
similar to the California program has 
been adopted in New York, New Hamp- 
shire and Virginia, Crane said, and is 
under study in at least nine other states. 


CRANE SAID Rep. Donald L. Tot- 


ten, R-Hoffman Estates, is studying sim- 
ilar legislation for Illinois. Totten was 
unavailable for comment Tuesday, due 
to a committee hearing in Springfield. 


The legislation introduced by Crane, 


would eliminate certain deductions which 
can now be claimed by persons earning 
more than $10,000 per year to qualify 
them for welfare grants. 


He cited an example whereby a faflior 


for two, for instance could earn as much 
as $930 per month ($11,160 per year), and 


still qualify for $100 per month in public 
aid. 


The Crane legislation would also re- 


quire any able-bodied welfare recipient 
to contribute at least 80 hours per month 
to a public service at the minimum 
wage. "This would encourage wage ear- 
ners to retain the work habit," said 
Crane. 


UK ADDED THAT a simple check be- 


tween state and federal income tax re- 
turns would eliminate a great deal of 
fraud in welfare. 


Crane said the legislation is not pri- 


marily directed at fraud, but simply in 
closing loopholes in existing legislation. 
"In many cases, recipients are collecting 
welfare simply because a caseworker 
has pointed out to them that they can 
qualify, though they may not truly need 
help," Crane said.

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Apartment 
ivori'l meet 
codes: panel 


A fire-damaged building in the Whis- 


pering Glen apartment complex in Roll- 
ing Meadows will never fully comply 
with city codes, a three-member special 
task force reported Tuesday night. 


The panel, however, left unanswered 


whether the city can order demolition of 
the building, formerly Meadow Trace. 
Algonquin Road and III. Rtc. 53. 


The task force said the city probably 


could force demolition if it uses current 
market value of the building in determin- 
ing whether costs of repairs and bringing 
the building into partial compliance with 
city codes equals 50 per cent of building 
value. 


If replacement cost of the building is 


used rather than market value, the re- 
pairs and code work would cost 29 per 
cent of building value and not meet the 
minimum standard of the city's demoli- 
tion ordinance. 


City Atty. Donald M. Rose is research- 


ing the market value versus replacement 
value question, and is to report at the 
next council meeting. 


The task force, which consists of two 


architects and a structural engineer, said 
the building will never fully comply with 
the code because the code requires ma- 
sonry construction and the building is 
wood. 


Estimating the building's value in 


terms of replacement shows a figure of 
Sl.l million, according to their report. 
R e s t o r i n g the fire-damaged section 
would cost $332,000, the task force esti- 
mated. Costs for partial compliance with 
the codes to make the building minimally 
safe for habitation would cost another 
$67,000. they said. The cost versus build- 
ing value ratio then is just under 30 per 
cent, they said. 


The apparent market value of the 


building, based on efforts to sell the en- 
tire complex, is closer to $450.000, said 
Joseph K. McGrath, the engineer on the 
task force. Using that figure, the ratio of 
repair costs versus building value great- 
ly exceeds the 50 per cent minimum re- 
quired in ordinances to enforce a demoli- 
tion order. 


The building was damaged Aug. 29 in a 


fire which knocked out a 63-foot center 
section of the 200-foot structure. It has 
remained vacant since the fire. The 
city's move to order demolition began 
this winter, and has been opposed by the 
current owner, Kassuba Corp.; the pend- 
ing purchaser, U.S. Managers Inc.; and 
the management firm employed to run 
the project, the milestone Corp.

curriculum should be. Curriculum devel- 
opment Is one of my pet projects. 


When asked by teachers if he would

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Crane introduces welfare reform

U.S. Hep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, with 


tlic support of 57 other congressmen, 
Tuesday introduced federal legislation 
for welfare based on the formula of for- 
mer California Gov. Ronald Reagan. 


Crane declared that his program could 


save taxpayers In excess of $1.5 billion a 
year, while reducing misdirected welfare 
payments, providing new incentives for 
job-seeking by welfare recipients and in- 
creasing benefits for "the truly needy." 


According to Crane, the National Wel- 


fare Reform Act would: 


• Eliminate from welfare roles those 


earning substantial incomes but still col- 
lecting aid — legally — through loophtVes 
in the present system. 


• Reduce fraud by requiring cross- 


checks between state and federal income 
tax returns to determine whether welfare 
recipients arc concealing other income. 


• Encourage recipients to leave the 


welfare rolls by requiring public service 
from them at the minimum wage. 


CUANE DECLARED the welfare-re- 


form issue to be one free of partisan de- 
bate. He pointed out that Reagan, a Re- 
publican governor 
of 
California, 
in- 


stituted a similar program while both 
houses of the state legislature were con- 
trolled by Democrats. 


Among the sponsors of the bill arc rep- 


resentatives Joe D. Waggoner, D-La., 
and Bill D. Burlison, D-Mont., two promi- 
nent Democratic conservatives. 


Reagan, since becoming governor of 


California in 19G9, has claimed substan- 
tial 
reductions in

Crane said the legislation he in- 


troduced was the result of a year-long 
study by the Republican Study Com- 
mittee — a coalition of conservatives — 
of the California program. Legislation 
similar to the California program has 
been adopted in New York, New Hamp- 
shire and Virginia, Crano said, and is 
under study in at least nine other states.

"In many cases, recipients are collecting 
welfare simply because a caseworker 
has pointed out to them that they can 
qualify, though they may not truly need 
help," Crane said.

during the day and by police dispatchers 
at night. This sometimes causes radio 
wave congestion and overload on dis- 
patchers, said Bratchor, and if the two 
department's communications were fully 
combined, mare dispatchers would be 
needed.

Reynolds Aluminum Co. has contacted 


Schaumburg about using a site near the 
Woodfield water tower where a semi- 
trailer would be used as a temporary col- 
lection depot, said Jerry Sandbcrg, a 
health department sanitarian. 


Sandbcrg said the company eventually 


plans to construct a recycling center on 
the site, which was chosen for its con- 
venience and shopper traffic. Arrange- 
ments for the recycling center are not 
complete because approval from Taub- 
mnn Co., owners of the shopping center, 
has not ycl been obtained, Sandbcrg 
said. 


Reynolds officials indicate, Sandbcrg 


said, 15 cents per pound would be paid to 
persons bringing aluminum containers or 
TV dinner trays to the proposed center.

U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-l2th, with 


ttic support of 37 other congressmen, 
Tuesday introduced federal legislation 
for welfare based on I lie formula of for- 
mer California Gov. Ronald Reagan. 


Crane declared that his program could 


save taxpayers In excess of $1.5 billion a 
year, while reducing misdirected welfare 
payments, providing new incentives for 
job-scoking by welfare recipients and in- 
creasing benefits for "the truly needy." 


According to Crane, the National Wel- 


fare Reform Act would: 


• Eliminate from welfare roles those 


earning substantial incomes but still col- 
lecting aid — legally — through loopholes 
in the present system. 


• Reduce fraud by requiring cross- 


checks between state and federal income 
tax returns m determine whether welfare 
recipients arc concealing other income. 


• Encourage recipients to leave the 


welfare rolls by requiring public service 
from them at the minimum wage. 


CRANE DECLARED the welfare-re- 


form issue to be one free of partisan de- 
bate. He pointed out that Reagan, a Re- 
publican governor 
of California, 
in- 


stituted a similar program while both 
houses of the state legislature were can- 
trolled by Democrats. 


Among the sponsors of the bill are rep- 


resentatives Joe D. Waggoner, D-La., 
and Bill D. Burlison, D-Mont., two promi- 
nent Democratic conservatives. 


Reagan, since becoming governor of 


California in 1969, has claimed substan- 
tial 
reductions in the 
numbers of 


recipients on the welfare rolls, and at the 
same time said that benefits to recipients 
on the lower end of the income scale had 
been increased by as much as 43 per 
cunt.

Village considering law 
to help protect renters 


The finance committee of the Mount 


Prospect Village Board is considering an 
a p a r t m e n t-licenslng ordinance that 
would provide protection for renters in 
landlord-tenant disputes. 


Trustee Kenneth V. Scholten, com- 


mittee chnirman. said that under the li- 
censing 
proposal, 
apartment 
owners 


would pay a small license fee each year. 
The license would give the village great- 
er power in persuading 
landlords to 


make repairs and respond to tenant com- 
plaints, he said. 


Scholten said the committee also is 


considering a housing code that would 
set minimum standards for housing con- 
ditions, requiring such things as screens 
and minimum w inter heat levels. 


The licensing proposal, would not sub- 


stantially increase the number of apart- 
ment inspections. Scholten said the reve- 
nue generated by a licensing program 
would be small because n large licensing 
fee would merely be passed on to the 
tenant in the rent. 


"All that would do is drive the rents up 


in Mount Prospect so that 
people 


wouldn't even rent here," Scholten said. 


Scholten said his committee was not 


enthusiastic about a proposal that would 
tax instead of license the village's esti- 
mated 2,000 apartment units. The pro- 
posed tax would range from $5 to $100 
per unit, a figure which Scholten said is 
too high. 


The committee will continue discussion 


of the matter next month.

would eliminate certain deductions which 
can now be claimed by persons earning 
more than $10,000 per year to qualify 
them for welfare grants. 


He cited an example whereby a fartier 


for two, for instance could earn as much 
as S9,iO per month ($11,160 per year), and 


still qualify for $100 per month in public 
aid. 


The Crane legislation would also re- 


quire any able-bodied welfare rccipienl 
to contribute at least 80 hours per month 
to a public service at the minimum 
wage. "This would encourage wage ear- 
ners to retain the work habit," said 
Crane. 


HE ADDED THAT a simple check be- 


tween state and federal income tax re- 
turns would eliminate a great deal of 
fraud in welfare. 


Crane said the legislation is not pri- 


marily directed at fraud, but simply in 
closing loopholes in existing legislation. 
"In many cases, recipients are collecting 
welfare simply because a caseworker 
has pointed out to them that they can 
qualify, though they may not truly need 
help." Crane said.

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to oil embargoes 
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Schools clinic 
planned for 
reading aid 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 has ap- 


proved plans for a central "clinic" to 
help students with reading problems. 


The clinic would be able to handle up 


to 100 students at a time. As students 
progress, they would be returned to 
classrooms for followup help. 


Four reading specialists will staff the 


clinic, which is expected to cost about 
$80,000 a year. 


Recent tests of 1,500 students found 


that almost 50 per cent were unable to 
read with normal proficiency for their 
grade level, a statistic Acting Supt. Ro- 
ger Bardwell called "disturbing." 


Erwin Stevenson, assistant superin- 


tendent for instruction, said that about 7 
per cent of the children tested need clini- 
cal help. "Another 5 per cent of Uie 
sample had symptoms that suggested 
they might need clinical help," Steven- 
son said. 


Another :13 per cent of those tested are 


one to two years behind in reading abili- 
ty but could be helped in the classroom, 
Stevenson said. 


"It isn't unusual to have a large num- 


ber of children reading one to two years 
below grade level. That may be the best 
they can do," Stevenson said. "I am con- 
cerned about tiic total number of chil- 
dren reading below grade level." 


THE DISTRICT has hired two reading 


consultants, started a volunteer reading 
tutor program and extended courses in 
reading through eighth grade rather than 
stopping at fifth grade. The district also 
introduced a new reading textbook at all 
grade levels this year. 


Stevenson said it is too early to sec if 


the programs have raised reading levels, 
but said he hopes to present a complete 
report to the board with more accurate 
figures this spring. 


Stevenson said the clinic would be 


"diagnostic." Students would attend for 
a minimum number of times and return 
to classes with a "prescription" for sol- 
ving the reading problems which could 
be followed by the teacher. 


In other action at the meeting Monday, 


the board tabled discussion on an admin- 
istration request to investigate the possi- 
bility to move sixth graders from junior 
high school buildings 
to elementary 


buildings to ease junior high school over- 
crowding. 


Blattner also said he is concerned with 


the standardized test scores because 
"they indicate there is a problem with 
the instruction the children receive."

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Plagued WJJD 
site burglarized, 
equipment taken 


A 200-FOOT »ran»miHor towor at tho WJJD Radio sta- 
tion, 2355 Ballard Rd., Dot Plainos, is oxpoctod to be up 
and back in uso within a wook. The tower was knocked 
down Sunday whon vandals cut its throo supporting ca- 
bles. An antenna tuning house at the station also was 
burglarized Tuesday. The station's AM wattage output 
has boon reduced from 50,000 to 10,000 because of the 
loss of the tower. The station has remained on the air 
using only one transmitter. 


A building at the site of the WJJD radio 


transmitter tower, 2335 Ballard Rd., DCS 
Plaines, was burglarized late Monday or 
early Tuesday with equipment valued at 
$2,000 reported missing. The building is 
located next to a 200-foot transmii'er 
tower which was toppled by vandak late 
Sunday. 


Police said two capacitors, a radio fre- 


quency switch and meter, a photo cell 
and a doorbell were taken in the bur- 
glary. The incident occurred one day af- 
ter vandals cut three cable guidelines 
supporting one of the station's two trans- 
mitter towers, knocking the structure 
down. 


Damage to the tower and the cost o£ 


reerecting it have been placed at $5,000. 
Police are investigating the connection 
between the two Incidents but say they 
have no suspects yet. 


The station, which operates its 11GO 


AM frequency from the DCS Plaines 
location, has remained on the air despite 
the loss of the transmitter. The station's 
FM outlet is not affected because its of- 
fices and transmitter are located in Chi- 
cago. 


DONALD (). JEI'TEHS, chief engi- 


neer, said the station's output has been 
reduced from 50,000 watts to 10,000 watts 
because of the loss of the tower but ser- 
vice to the Chicago metropolitan area 
has not been affected. 


Jeffcrs said fringe areas such as Rock- 


ford, which the station could normally 
reach at full output, will be hurt by the 
decreased wattage with reception in out- 
lying areas diminished. 


Advertising is not expected to be af- 


fected because of the decreased output, 
Jeffcrs said, because the station is main- 
taining an adequate signal to reach the 
markets in the Chicago area where the 
station's advertising is focused. 


George Dubincpz, WJJD vice president 


and general manager, said the tower 
should be back up in a week depending 
on the arrival of parts needed to replace 
damaged sections of the transmitter. 
"It's a simple job to do once we have the 
pieces because it goes up in 20-foot sec- 
tions," Dubinepz said. 


The AM station plays country muiic 


and operates on a clear-channel frequen- 
cy from sunrise to sunset. 


Village moving 
costs estimated 
at under $30,000 


Mount Prospect Village Mgr. Robert J. 


Eppley estimates it will cost the village 
less than $30,000 to convert the Mount 
Prospect State Bank building into munic- 
ipal offices.

Because the purchase of the two-story 


bank building includes furniture, drap- 
eries and carpeting, the move will be 
simplified. Eppley said it will not be dif- 
ficult to maintain continuous service be- 
cause the police and the fire departments 
will continue to operate from the present 
village hall at 112 E. Northwest Hwy. 


THE BANK'S DATA center, which was 


included in the $813,000 purchase, will be 
rented to a tenant on a short-term lease. 
"We've had a couple of indications of in- 
terest," Eppley said.

high school social studies need to be im- 
proved and that the district needs better 
communication with its residents and 
other community groups. 


DcNOMA. 544 WHITE PINE Rd., Buf- 


falo Grove, said he wants to expand the 
number of psychologists in the district to 
help student problems before they reach 
high school. "It's easier to teach a new 
behavior than change an old behavior," 
he said. 


He also supports a voluntary preschool

The Mount Prospect Village Board 


took steps Tuesday night to ban nude 
dancing in taverns and nightclubs. 


The ban was proposed by Mayor Rob- 


ert D. Teichcrt two weeks ago and unani- 
mously adopted by the village board 
Tcichert, in making the proposal, said 
the revision in the liquor code would be a 
"safeguard" 
to prevent taverns and 


nightclubs with nude dancing from locat- 
ing in Mount Prospect. 


"What this docs is articulate how I feel 


and how I think the board and commu- 
nity feels," Teichert said. 


THE REVISION in the liquor code is 


taken from a liquor control ordinance 
passed by the Lake County Board in Feb- 
ruary 1973. The ordinance was passed af- 
ter a number of nightclubs featuring 
nude dancing were opened in unincorpo- 
rated areas of the county. 


The revised Mount Prospect liquor 


code, which takes effect May 1, not only 
prohibits nude dancing in establishments 
that sell liquor, but prohibits specific 
provocative activities. It also sets down 
more precise regulations on the issuance 
and renewal of liquor licenses. 


Teichcrt, who also is village liquor 


commissioner, said he believes the vil- 
lage has the right to impose the nudity 
ban as a condition for granting and re- 
newing liquor licenses. He said he does 
not fear legal action. 


IN OTHER ACTION Tuesday night, 


the village board voted to withdraw its 
objections to the proposed incorporation 
of Prospect Heights. Teichert said the 
village's opposition is being withdrawn 
because Prospect Heights has changed 
Its proposed boundaries, excluding Rob 
Roy Golf Course and Palwaukee Airport.

U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, IM2th, with 


the support of 57 other congressmen, 
Tuesday introduced federal legislation 
(or welfare based on the formula of for- 
mer California Gov. Ronald Reagan. 


Crane declared that his program could 


save, taxpayers in excess of $1.5 billion a 
year, while reducing misdirected welfare 
payments, providing new incentives for 
jolvscoklng by welfare recipients and in- 
creasing benefits for "the truly needy." 


According to Crane, the National Wel- 


fare Reform Act would: 


• Eliminate from welfare roles those 


earning .substantial incomes but still col- 
lecting aid — legally — through loopholes 
in the present system. 


• Reduce fraud by requiring cross- 


checks between state and federal income 
lax returns to determine whether welfare 
recipients are concealing other income. 


• Encourage recipients to leave the 


welfare rolls by requiring public service 
from them at the minimum wage. 


CltANE DECLAIMS!) the welfare-re- 


form Issue to be one free of partisan de- 
bate. He pointed out that Reagan, a Re- 
publican governor of California, in- 
stituted a similar program while both 
houses of the state legislature were con- 
trolled by Democrats. 


Among the sponsors of the bill are rep- 


resentatives Joe D. Waggoner, D-La., 
and Bill D. Burlison, D-Mont., two promi- 
nent Democratic conservatives. 


Reagan, since becoming governor of 


California in 19(19, has claimed substan- 
tial 
reductions in the numbers of 


recipients on the welfare rolls, and at the 
same time said that benefits to recipients 
on the lower end of the income scale had 
been increased by as much as 43 per 
cent. 


Crane said the legislation he in- 


troduced was the result of a year-long 
study by the Republican Study Com- 
mittee — a coalition of conservatives — 
of the California program. Legislation 
similar to the California program has 
been adopted in New York, New Hamp- 
shire and Virginia, Crano said, and is 
under study in at least nine other states. 


CltANE SAID Rep. Donald L. Tot- 


ten, R-Hoffman Estates, is studying sim- 
ilar legislation for Illinois. Totten was 
unavailable for comment Tuesday, due 
to a committee hearing in Springfield. 


The legislation introduced by Crane 


would eliminate certain deductions which 
can now be claimed by persons earning 
more than $10,000 per year to qualify 
them for welfare grants. 


He cited an example whereby a fattier 


for two, for instance could earn as much 
as $930 per month ($11,160 per year), and 


still qualify for $100 per month in public 
aid. 


The Crane legislation would also re- 


quire any able-bodied welfare recipient 
to contribute at least 30 hours per month 
to a public service at the minimum 
wage. "This would encourage wage 
ear- 


ners to retain the work habit," said 
Crane. 


IIK ADDED THAT a simple check be- 


tween state and federal income tax re- 
turns would eliminate a great deal of 
fraud in welfare. 


Crane said the legislation is not pri- 


marily directed at fraud, but simply in 
closing loopholes in existing legislation. 
"In many cases, recipients arc collecting 
welfare simply because a caseworker 
has pointed out to them that they can 
qualify, though they may not truly need 
help," Crane said.

Repeal could hike other taxes 


The Village of Arlington Heights could 


wind up with the highest real estate tax 
of any municipality in the state if it re- 
peals Its 5 per cent utility tax, warned 
Trustee Frank Palmatler, chairman of 
the village board finance committee. 


To replace utility tax revenue with an 


added real estate tax levy would mean 
adding $4.43 per $100 assessed valuation 
to the Village's tax rate, Palmaticr said. 


"This would put Arlington Heights in 


the class of having the highest real es- 
tate tax in Cook County and quite pos- 
sible in the whole state of Illinois," he 
said. 


PALMATIER'S FINANCE committee 


has been assigned to Investigate the pas- 
sible repeal of the utility tax, a move 
endorsed by both candidates for village 
president, James T. Ryan and David 
Griffin. Ryan favors reducing the utility 
tax to 3 per cent this year and eliminat- 
ing it in 1976-77. 


When present water ami sewer proj- 


ects funded by the tax arc completed, 


Griffin wants to eliminate the tax..He 
estimates it could be repealed by Febru- 
ary 197G. 


Both Griffin and Ryan say they are 


against replacing the utility tax with 
higher real estate taxes. It is estimated 
that the utility tax will raise $1.38 million 
in revenue for the village in 1975-76. 


If property taxes are raised to offset a 


loss of utility tax revenue, Palmatier 
says it would have three negative ef- 
fects: 


• The village would be saddled with a 


"bad reputation" as the community with 
the highest property tax in the county. 


• The village would be forced into 


competition with other units of local gov- 
ernment that are almost wholly depend- 
ent on property taxes. 


• Residents, many of them elderly, 


whose main asset Is their home would be 
penalized by high property taxes. "These 
people are able to economize somewhat 
in their telephone, gas and electric 
bills," he said.

The list, Wiltsc snid, 
will be "above and beyond" what the 
state election law requires.

be young or old. That protection should 
not be denied to any area of the village. 


"When and if, and God forbid that it 


may happen, some pedestrian, be they 
child or adult, is injured or killed on 
streets of Arlington Heights not properly 
protected, I do not want my signature as 
a part of a document that expresses any 
idea that other considerations come be- 
fore safety. 


"As to the portion of the policy that 


directs itself to school boards and park 
districts, to the best of my knowledge 


neither of these public bodies have a 
written policy on the subject and there- 
fore should not be used as an excuse for 
this village board not to exercise its re- 
sponsibility to the safety of the entire 
population of Arlington Heights. 


"This policy was created through the 


concern and efforts of a very small and 
vociferous portion of the population of 
Arlington Heights, and I feel it does not 
represent the wishes of the village as a 
whole which I feel I have to consider and 
represent. 


"THE IIOAItO MAY well override my 


return of this policy which I suspect may 
happen under these campaign conditions. 
Therefore it may become policy, but rest 
assured it will not have my signature as 
village president. 


The new policy establishes heavily 


traveled streets as top priority for side- 
walk construction. It leaves it up to local 
school and park districts to request side- 
walks lending to schools and parks 
where safety hazards exist. 


Developed subdivisions, like Scarsdale, 


Stonegate and Sherwood, which do not 
have sidewalks, are exempted by a spe- 
cific section of the policy. 


In arguing against Clarbour's veto. 


Trustee Russell H. Colvin said failure to 
uphold the compromise policy would res- 
urrect sidewalks as a campaign issue. 
One of the reasons for passing the policy 
in the first place was the conviction that 
there arc "more important things to wor- 


ry about than sidewalks," he said. 
'cLAIUtont SAID Tuesday that he re- 
alized the veto would upset some mem- 
bers of the village board, but, he said. "I 
just couldn't take it any longer." 


Trustee J. Burton Thompson was the 


only board member besides Clarbour to 
vote against the veto override. Thompson 
also voted no on adoption of the policy 
March .1. 


The previous sidewalk policy, adoptixl 


in 1968. came under attack last fall after 
the board of local improvements an- 
nounced plans for sidewalk special .T» 
sessmeiit projects in parts of Scarsdale. 
Stonegate and the northeast section of 
the village.

ger Bardwcll called "disturbing." 


Erwin Stevenson, assistant, superin- 


tendent for instruction, said that about 7 
per cent of the children tested need clini- 
cal help. "Another 5 per cent of the 
.sample had symptoms that suggested 
they might need clinical help," Steven- 
son said. 


Another XI per cent of those tested arc 


one to two years behind in reading abili- 
ty but could be helped in the classroom, 
Stevenson said. 


"It Isn't unusual to have a large num- 


ber of children reading one to two years 
below grade level. That may be the best 
they can do," Stevenson said. "I am con- 


cerned about the total number of chil- 
dren reading below grade level." 


THE DISTRICT has hired two reading 


consultants, started a volunteer reading 
tutor program and extended courses in 
reading through eighth grade rather than 
stopping at fifth grade. The district also 
introduced a new reading textbook at all 
grade levels tills year. 


Stevenson said it is too early to sec if 


the programs have raised reading levels, 
but said he hopes to present a complete 
report to the board with more accurate 
figures this spring. 


Stevenson said the clinic would be 


"diagnostic." Students would attend for 


a minimum number of times and return 
to classes with a "prescription" for sol- 
ving the rending problems which could 
be followed by the teacher. 


In other action at the meeting Monday, 


the board tabled discussion on an admin- 
istration request to investigate the possi- 
bility to move sixth graders from junior 
high school 
buildings to elementary 


buildings to ease junior high school over- 
crowding. 


Blattner also said he is concerned with 


the standardized test scores because
